HERO Jamie Staff pedalled his 
way to glorious gold at the Olympic 
Games in Beijing - and ten 
minutes later was on the phone to 
his mum in Braboume Lees. 

The cycling superstar, bom and bred in 
Ashford, put the heartbreak of a disqualifica¬ 
tion at the 2004 Games in Athens behind 
him to scorch to victory as part of the Team 
Sprint squad. 

And his mum Christine admits she broke 
down and cried as she spoke to her son just min¬ 
utes after he raced to victory in the velodrome. 

Mrs Staff, who works at the William Harvey 
Hospital - the place she gave birth to the 35- 
year-old - told Yourashford: “He was cool, calm 
and collected when I spoke to him. But I was¬ 
n’t. I was in tears.” 

Former world champion BMX rider Jamie 
took gold along with team-mates Chris Hoy 
and Jason Kenny as Team GB enjoyed one of 
their most successful Olympic Games for years. 

But his success has not come without a cost. 
During his hugely successful career he has 
twice broken his collar bone and wrist, broken 
his ankle, his foot and ended up concussed 
more times than he can remember. 

Jamie, who villagers remember riding his 
bike through the country lanes when he was 
eight years old, told Christine and dad Alan 
that he was totally focused on going for gold 
when he set out. 

His proud mum added: “He thinks this may 
be his last Olympics, he’s the old man of the 
team at 35. After all that he has been through,

Councils join 
forces in bid 
to cut costs

ASHFORD council is 
to team up with three 
neighbouring local authori¬ 
ties in a bid to cut costs and 
improve services. 

In a move similar to that of a num¬ 
ber of councils in east Kent, civic cen¬ 
tre chiefs have agreed to team-up 
with a view to sharing ideas, ‘best 
practices’ and some services. 

Along with Maidstone, Swale and 
Tunbridge Wells, Ashford is part of 
what has become the Mid-Kent 
Improvement Partnership. 

Leaders and chief executives of all 
the authorities in the scheme are all 
strongly behind the co-operation 
plan which would affect more than 
470,000 people across the four affect¬ 
ed boroughs. 

However, such steps do raise the 
question as to future staffing levels 
and threats to some jobs. 

No details of any changes or inter¬ 
nal reshuffles have yet been agreed. 

A statement from Ashford council 
read: “The partnership’s aim is to 
improve services to the public and 
offer value for money. In addition, 
the partnership will explore opportu¬ 
nities to share best practice, improve 
the quality and resilience of service 
to communities as well as bringing 
efficiency savings to the individual 
councils in the partnership.” 

All the councils do already work 
together in some ways - Ashford and 
Maidstone share an internal audit 
team which has proved a successful 
arrangement. 

Councillor Paul Clokie, leader of 
Ashford council, said: “By establish¬ 
ing the Mid-Kent Improvement 
Partnership we are aiming to 
enhance our long-term focus on serv¬ 
ice improvement, efficiency, and 
value for money, through a greater 
shared services effort. 

“Ashford council already works 
closely with its neighbouring author-

ities on a wide range of initiatives 
and we welcome the opportunity to 
strengthen these relations further.” 

The partnership will come into 
force in September and council boss¬ 
es are confident it will save money. 

Areas being considered for collabo¬ 
ration include revenue and benefit 
administration, computer technology 
and licensing. 

The decision-making process will 
not change however, and each author¬ 
ity will keep its own control over such 
matters as planning and finance. 

Leader of Maidstone council Chris 
Garland said there was already a 
strong framework in place in mid 
Kent. 

He said: “This is the next step while 
maintaining sovereignty and the deci¬ 
sion-making process within each of 
the authorities. The partnership has 
the potential to impact across all of the 
council’s objectives and lead to service 
improvements and cost savings.” 

A similar arrangement already 
exists in east Kent where 
Canterbury, Thanet, Shepway and 
Dover all co-operate.

all the dedication, the Athens ride 
when he was disqualified [for a move 
ruled illegal by judges] this was a tri¬ 
umph. There’s no other word for it. 

“When he beat his personal best in 
the first heat it was wonderful. When 
we spoke to him he made us laugh - 
he said ‘I was a bit lost as to where the 
others were. We have to ride as a 
team, but I told them - I’m off. It’s 
down to you to keep up with me’.” 

Christine and Alan considered going 
to Beijing, but decided against it as 
they wanted Jamie to stay totally 
focused. 

Also left at home were his American- 
born wife Melia and the couple’s twins, 
Grace and TTieo, aged three. 

Christine Staff said: “Life has been 
pretty hectic for Jamie recently, so the 
win was even more amazing.” 

Jamie started his haul of awards 
when he came second in a BMX race 
in Folkestone aged nine - his first 
race. He had been given the bike as a 
Christmas present and quickly 
became hooked. 

His mum said: “He has been bike 
mad ever since he was two. His mates 
told him about the track and he went 
off one day and came back with a cer¬ 
tificate. We were amazed.” 

Celebration 

At the age of 22 Jamie was the 
fastest man in Britain on a BMX and 
he then moved to the USA turning pro 
and setting up home in Los Angeles. 

But he quit BMX in 2002 and stat¬ 
ed his aim was an Olympic gold 
medal - an ambition he had held 
since childhood. To use the best facili¬ 
ties he moved to Manchester with its 
hi-tech velodrome. 

But the star Olympian is a frequent 
visitor to Braboume and the whole 
village celebrated his win. 

Villager Margaret Baldock has 
known Jamie since he was a child. 

She said: “I remember seeing him on 
his bike cycling up and down the street. 
He was a lovely lad and very modest. 

“I’d lost track a bit of the heats and 
I was waiting for a bus when Alan 
and Christine came and gave me a 
lift. I asked them when Jamie was 
riding and they said - ‘he’s already 
done it, and won the gold’. 

“Then I threw my arms around 
them and the tears started to flow.” 

Mrs Staff added: “I’ve got a bottle of 
Champagne but it’s still on ice. We 
will open it when Jamie comes home.” 

Council chiefs are planning a spe¬ 
cial celebration to mark his victory. 

A spokesman said: “We would like 
to send our congratulations to Jamie 
Staff; I’m sure the whole of Ashford 
are very proud of what he has 
achieved. We recognise this is an 
outstanding achievement and will 
look to mark the occasion with some¬ 
thing fitting.”

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Jail for ex-squaddie 
who killed teen girl

Witness said 
he drove like 
'a total idiot'

A FORMER soldier who was 
“mucking about” before losing con¬ 
trol of his car and killing a teenage 
girl from Ashford and her friend, 
was jailed for five years on Friday 

Ex-squaddie Shaun Waters smashed head-on 
into a lorry after dangerously “snaking” left and 
right in his mum’s Ford Escort as they 
approached Charing on the A20, near Lenham, 
in February 2007. 

Maidstone Crown Court heard the 22-year- 
old caused the horror smash which killed Daisy 
Washington, 14, from Repton Manor Road, and 
Joseph Bunce, 17 from Harrietsham who were 
passengers in the car. 

Judge James O’Mahony said: “I am very con¬ 
scious that for some perhaps naturally and 
understandably that no sentence imposed 
would be too high. 

“If I were to pass sentence of 100 years that 
would not restore those lost lives.” 

Judge O’Mahony said a witness had 


described Waters as driving like a “total idiot” 
before he mounted a verge and veered into the 
oncoming HGV. 

He said: “From the clearest evidence you carried 
out a dangerous piece of driving. You were driv¬ 
ing like a total idiot - you were mucking about. 

“First you moved off a straight line. Then you 
carried a series of definite, snaking moves.” 

The court heard how Daisy’s school pal Elena 
Cowell, 15, a student at the Towers School in 
Kennington, was also badly injured in the hor¬ 
ror smash - sustaining a fractured skull, bro¬ 
ken arm, leg, jaw, cheekbone and nose. 

Waters was also hurt, but miraculously his 
five-year-old step-daughter - who he had 
picked up from primary school with the three 


teenagers in his mum’s Ford Escort - escaped 
unhurt. The little girl was the only passenger 
wearing a seatbelt, the court heard. 

Judge O’Mahony added: “Those who died 
were not wearing seatbelts. It was a horrible 
accident and you were responsible. You have to 
pay the price.” 

Waters denied two charges of causing death 
by dangerous driving, but was convicted at a 
hearing last month. 

Daisy’s mum Karen, 41, said: “Daisy was such 
a lovely girl. I will never, ever forgive him.” 

Waters, a former Royal Engineer from 
Chatham was also banned from driving for 
seven years. 


Figures show a 
drop in attacks 

THE number of serious attacks on police 
officers in the area has dropped over the 
last year. 

In the South Kent area, which includes 
Ashford, 103 violent attacks were made 
against police officers compared to 141 
the previous year; a drop of 27 per cent. 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary 
Beautridge said: ‘The safety of the public 
and our officers is paramount. We do not 
tolerate attacks on officers and anyone 
found committing these offences will be 
arrested and brought before the coruts.” 

Kent police chiefs also said body cam¬ 
eras rolled-out across the force were 
already helping to secure prosecutions 
against those who attack their officers. 

In May, 45-year-old Richard Skeates of 
Gravesend became the first man to be con¬ 
victed using such technology, receiving an 
11-year sentence for striking a policeman 
across the head with a samurai sword. 

Following a successful trial in North 
Kent, every officer on core response now 
has a body camera at their disposal. 

A further 80 cameras will be rolled-out 
in the coming weeks

SUPERMARKET giant Waitrose 
has delivered a major boost to the 
town with news its new store will 
create 140 new jobs. 

The chain, part of the John Lewis 
Group, revealed more details of the 
store it will build in Repton Park 
after council chiefs gave the scheme 
the green light earlier this month. 

Work on building the 15,000 sq ft 
superstore will commence in 
November, with hopes the first 
shoppers will step through its doors 
by Christmas 2009. 

It is hoped the added competition 
will benefit shoppers as the biggest 
retailers go head-to-head for our 
custom. 

The store on the old Repton Manor 
site will form a key component of the 
growth spot which will also see more 
than 1,200 new homes built on the 
site of the former Templer Barracks. 

And with a 200-space car park too, 
the Waitrose store will be larger 
than its existing store in Tenterden. 

Waitrose director of development, 


Nigel Keen, says: “This offers us a 
fantastic opportunity to contribute 
towards the development of an 
important area of Ashford. 

“We know there is a real passion 
for quality food in Kent and welcome 
the opportunity to bring Waitrose 
to Ashford for the first time so 
people can discover more about our 
brand here.” 

It forms part of a new high street 
on the 50-hectare site, which will 
also see Persimmon Homes South 
East and Taylor Wimpey jointly 
developing around 1,250 new homes, 
including 23 apartments above the 
food store. 

Chris Heney, development director 
from Persimmon Homes South East, 
adds: “We are delighted Waitrose has 
committed itself to the scheme.

NEW Course Guides for 
September OUT NOW 
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Primary pupils excel 
in English and maths 

RECENT figures indicate that primary 
school leavers across the county have yet 
again achieved their best-ever results in 
English and mathematics, improving in 
both subjects at level 4 - the target pupils of 
this age are expected to obtain before mov¬ 
ing to secondary school. 

Every year for the past five years the pro¬ 
portion of pupils achieving the expected 
level has risen in mathematics. This year, 
the difference between the county and 
national figure has narrowed significantly 
with Kent schools improving by 2.5 per cent, 
compared to the one per cent national rise. 

In English, overall results mirror national 
outcomes and is the best-ever result. 
Improvements in reading are particularly 
good, with an increase of 2.6 per cent, anoth¬ 
er 405 pupils, achieving the expected level 
compared to a national rise of two per cent. 

There have also been higher levels of 
achievement in reading, mirroring the 
successes of children in both the early 
years and Key Stage One. 

University expert in call 
to change drug use laws 

A SENIOR academic has hit out at the 
Government’s drug policy saying the UK 
should learn from countries which adopt a 
different approach to the problem. 

Dr Alex Stevens, who heads the European 
Insitute of Social Services at the University 
of Kent in Canterbury, believes they should 
be decriminalised, as convicting users wast¬ 
ed police time and money. 

He said: ‘Nobody is saying that dangerous 
drugs should be sold legally to anyone who 
wants them at whatever price. 

“But we should learn from other countries 
that have reduced the criminal penalties 
that they use for drug users without increas¬ 
ing drug problems.” 

Railway guards and pay 
row could end in strike 

TWO separate disputes about the role of 
guards on new trains and a pay offer could 
see the county’s railways grind to a halt. 

Results of ballots on strike action starting 
next week will be known in September, said 
Bob Crow, general secretary of the Rail, 
Maritime and Transport union 

Southeastern urged workers to vote in 
favour of the “good” 4.3 per cent pay deal, 
and said RMT objections to changed roles 
for guards came as a “disappointment”. 

But union representatives remain uncon¬ 
vinced. About 750 retail and engineering 
workers will be balloted for strikes over the 
pay offer, the RMT said, while up to 500 
guards, drivers and customer service staff 
are set to vote on the safety role of guards 
on trains. 


County to get 2012 
gold rush under way

SUNDAYS closing ceremony at the 
Beijing Olympics will not be greeted 
by sorrow, instead it will spark a 
day of partying across the county as 
it marks the official start of the run¬ 
up to London 2012. 

Thousands of people are expected to turn 
out at events around Kent to mark the offi¬ 
cial hand-over of the Olympic flag from China 
to Britain’s capital. 

Stars including past and future Olympians 
are set to be on hand to commemorate the 
event, which is the first major highlight of the 
UK’s preparation for the global Games. 

Street parties, fireworks, sports events and 
other celebrations are being organised in 
many towns and villages. 

Historically, Dover welcomed the Olympic 
torch when it arrived in 1948 - the last time 
anywhere in Britain hosted the Games. 

Torch 

This weekend in the town there will be 
music from local bands, street athletics and 
other entertainments to kick-start the run up 
to the eagerly anticipated London event. 

The official 2012 flag will enter Dover by 
boat - carried by rowing star Hannah Moon 
who is looking to make her mark on the 
Games in four years’ time. 

Julie Rook, Dover council’s sports cabinet 
member, said: “This is a fantastic opportuni¬ 
ty to throw light on our campaign to bring 
the Olympic torch through Dover for the 
coming Games.” 

Celebrations planned for Ramsgate are 
tied in with the opening of the new athletics 



track at the Marlowe Academy - which could 
host teams training sessions in the run up to 
the 2012 event itself.

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Training facilities to 
reap Olympic reward 

THERE are 36 venues in the county hoping to 
cash-in on the 2012 Olympic Games in London 
by providing training facilities for teams around 
the world. 

Details of the sites are being circulated to 
national Olympic committees with a hope they 
will play host to teams in the years leading up to 
the Games. 

Our sports reporter David Pritchard paid a visit 
to one of the site’s on the shortlist, the trampolin- 
ing centre in Gillingham, to find out how it got 
on the list and what it hopes to achieve.

A family fun run will take place and there 
will be demonstrations of athletic skills from 
nationally recognised performers. 

Herne Bay has been selected as a site for 
one of the large screens which will show BBC 
coverage of the handover. 

Kayak bronze medallist at the Athens 
Games in 2004, Ian Wynne, will be taking 
part and other events include a Tour d’Herne 
Bay cycle ride. 

The flag will arrive by river in Maidstone, 
which will also host live music and a parade, 
while Charlton Athletic FC will be assisting 
in celebrations in Tunbridge Wells. 

Free swimming to commemorate Britain’s 
success in the Beijing pool will be held at 
leisure facilities in Canterbury, Thanet, 
Ashford, Swale and Dover. 

Kent County Council cabinet member for 
community services, Mike Hill, said: “The 
recent spectacular opening of the Beijing 
Games really heightened the excitement 
for London’s Olympics and the Handover 
Day is an excellent way for us in Kent to 
celebrate and enjoy the atmosphere of being 
the host country. 

“There really is something for everyone on 
August 24, and it highlights how the 
Olympics are an opportunity to feel proud of 
what we have to show the world.”

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Sandy driven by 'love of 
the county and its people'

TRIBUTES have flooded in 
this week for the former leader 
of Kent County Council, who 
died on Thursday. 

Lord Sandy Bruce-Lockhart passed 
away after a long battle against cancer. 
He was 66. 

The charismatic Conservative was 
leader of the county council from 1997 
until his retirement in 2005. 

Paul Carter, the man who replaced 
him at the helm, said he would be “enor¬ 
mously missed both locally in Kent and 
more broadly in the country”. 

He said: “Sandy was the leading archi¬ 
tect of the transformation and improve¬ 
ment in local government in recent 
years, enhancing both the reputation 
and relationship of local government 


with national government and 
Westminster, and more widely with the 
electorate. 

“Sandy restored Kent County Council 
back to the top of the premier league 
in local government, delivering a 
hard-earned reputation nationally for 
achieving excellence. 

“Driven by a love and passion for the 
people and the county of Kent, he proved 
that beneath his urbane charm and cour¬ 
tesy lay his conviction and determination 
to deliver what he believed was right. 

“His knighthood and subsequent 
peerage were just rewards for the signif¬ 
icant contribution he made through local 
government and the Conservative Party 
nationally.” 

After stepping down at County Hall he 
went on to become chairman of the 
national Local Government Association 
and then chairman of English Heritage. 

The Tory grandee had been battling 


cancer since late last year, making his 
final public appearances last month. 

He previously lived in Zimbabwe and 
Australia, before moving to Kent in the 
1960s. He had two fruit farms in the coun¬ 
ty and lived in Headcom, near Maidstone. 

He was married to Tess and had three 
children Mark, Natasha and Simon. 

He became a county councillor for 
Maidstone Rural East in 1989 after 
chairing a rail committee in the Weald of 
Kent preservation society - protesting 
over the route of the Channel Tunnel 
Rail Link. 

He was knighted in the New Year’s 
Honours List in 2002, and when he was 
made a peer last year he was given 
the title Baron Bruce-Lockhart of The 
Weald in the County of Kent.

What is the history of the union in Ashford? 


A The transport union decided that it wanted 
to have a branch in the town in about 1992 
because of the Channel Tunnel rail link that 
was being built. We saw this as a good area to 
find potential new members as the area’s 
industry was going to grow. At the time we did 
not have any unions on the Channel Tunnel 
railways; now we have union recognition. 

How did you get involved in the union? 

A I am from Dublin and began my working 
life in the transport industry. I have been a 
member for more than 35 years. I became a 
shop steward and gradually got more involved 
as a lay official. Before here I worked in the 
Chatham office. I also worked in London. I 
have now been in Kent for 14 years. 

How do you get more members? 

A Everyone has the right to union represen¬ 
tation. In companies that don’t have union 
recognition, workers can get together to 
demand it if the majority of people want it. But 
individuals can join any time.

also have better sick pay and holiday benefits. 
We also help to represent employees in indus¬ 
trial disputes. I think many people see it as an 
insurance policy and it costs you only £2.35 a 
week to be a member. 


union government for a long time. Who knows 
- we might be able to help workers in 
economies like India and China. The merger 
with Amicus has allowed us to expand in areas 
of industry that we were not involved in before. 


I What do you think about what is happening in Ashford? What are industrial relations like these days? 


A According to statistics from Warwick 
University, workers who work for compa¬ 
nies that have union membership usually get 
10 per cent better pay and conditions. They 


A I think the town is getting better. From our 
point of view we would like to have seen 
some of the industrial development happen 
faster so we could attract more members. It 
has a strong future and we will be here when 
the opportunities for workers arise. It can be 
difficult for our members to visit us here 
because of the current traffic problems. 

QHow has the union fared under New Labour? 

A lt is a lot better than under the previous 
Conservative government. There are still 
some issues that we should like to be resolved, 
such as secondary picketing. 

« The union has recently merged with Amicus and agreed 
co-operation with an American Steelworkers' Union. 
Why is that? 

A I think the unions need to be more global in 
the future. We five in a global economy and 
unions need to be the same. We have a long his¬ 
tory of co-operation with unions in America 
and Australia and are looking at some of the 
policies that they have adopted in industrial 
relations. For example, in Australia until 
recently they had to deal with a very anti¬ 


A t is a lot less confrontational than it used to 
be back in the Seventies. In all my time in 
Kent I have been involved with only one dis¬ 
pute that became a strike. There is a lot more 
negotiation and agreements with employers 
that make it a partnership between us and the 
employer, and it needs to be that way. Kent 
firms are pretty good when it comes to union 
membership. 

How do you spend your spare time? 

A I live in Maidstone. I seem to find myself 
acting as a taxi service for my children. My 
son is just doing his A-levels. He has become 
a fully qualified referee and my daughter 
is really into horses. Spare time can be 
difficult because I often have meetings at the 
weekends.

Did you have any childhood heroes? 


A Growing up in Dublin everyone either sup¬ 
ported Manchester United or Liverpool. I 
wanted to be different so I followed Tottenham 
Hotspur.

Kent regiments in 
anti-Taliban action

Reporter Jamie McGinnes has 

flown out to Afghanistan to join our 
troops on the front line in the fight 
against the Taliban. In the second 
of his exclusive reports from 
Helmand Province, he brings us 
news of renewed hostilities 

HUNDREDS of soldiers have been 
involved in an operation to root out 
the Taliban near the key town of 
Musa Qala. 

Troops from the Canterbury-based Argyll 
and Sutherland Highlanders (5 Scots) and the 
Princess of Wales’s Royal Regiment (PWRR), 
Kent’s county regiment, were among 800 sol¬ 
diers to take part in the fighting, which began 
on Thursday. 

Major Ben Baker, 35, from 2PWRR, is in 
charge of Forward Operating Base Edinburgh, 
a desert fort seven kilometres from Musa 
Qala. 

He said pushes to the north and south of the 
town were proving successful. 

“It appears to be having quite a lot of success 
with Taliban killed and injured, people cap¬ 
tured and equipment recovered,” he said. 

Maj Baker said the aim was to disrupt the 
insurgency. 

“It is a deliberate operation to ensure the 
Taliban is put on the back foot. Whenever we 
face them head-on we win.” 

Local reports suggested on Thursday that at 
least 13 Taliban fighters were killed and a 
similar number injured. 

Suicide vests, as well as ammunition and 
bomb-making equipment, were seized after 


compounds were searched. 

About 300 troops from the Afghan National 
Army (ANA) spearheaded the advance to the 
south, supported by D’ Company of 5 Scots, 
which is based at Musa Qala, the 2nd 
Battalion PWRR, a few reservists from 
3PWRR, and men from the Royal Irish 
Regiment. 

Mastiff armoured vehicles from 2 Scots were 
also on hand. 

Insurgents attacked with rifles, machine- 
guns and RPGs (rocket-propelled grenades). 

The garrison at Roshan Tower, a strategical¬ 
ly crucial outpost overlooking the Musa Qala 
Wadi, helped guide in artillery fire and air 
strikes. Members of 2PWRR and a mortar sec¬ 
tion from 5 Scots are there. Paratroopers from 


3 Para, along with Royal Engineers, made 
slow progress through booby-trapped Afghan 
compounds to the north. Bayonets were fixed 
as soldiers advanced through fields of shoul¬ 
der-high crops. 

Apache helicopters attacked enemy posi¬ 
tions, while F-16 jets were called in for air 
strikes. Artillery at FOB Edinburgh and FOB 
Robinson, near Sangin, was also used, includ¬ 
ing the devastating Guided Missile Launch 
Rocket System (GMLRS). 

Maj Baker said: “It has been relatively 
intense, with the whole of the battle group, 
north and south, and Roshan Tower in contact 
at the same time.” 

He said similar operations would “definitely” 
be carried out in the future.

Welcomed by 
a sniper's bullet 

WITHIN 20 minutes of arriving at Roshan 
Tower, a Taliban sniper attempted to kill me. 

A loud crack broke the air as a bullet pinged 
just a metre over my head. It was a fitting wel¬ 
come to one of the most heavily-attacked 
British positions in Helmand Province. 

The key outpost, which overlooks the Musa 
Qala Wadi, has seen an upsurge in attacks in 
recent weeks. 

The tower has a small garrison of men, 
including members of the 2nd Battalion the 
Princess of Wales’s Royal Regiment (2PWRR) 
and a mortar section from Canterbury-based 
Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders (5 Scots). 

It has a commanding view of a vast swathe 
of countryside around the wadi and the strate¬ 
gically important town of Musa Qala, which 
was recaptured from the Taliban in December. 

More than 150 mortar bombs are thought to 
have hit the base since June. 

Somehow only one soldier, Lance Corporal 
Carvas Garraway, from 2PWRR, has been 
slightly injured, by shrapnel in the leg. The 
troops admit they have enjoyed more than 
their fair share of luck. 

The increasing threat to the base meant that 
the Royal Engineers were part of a convoy sent 
there this week to strengthen its defences. 

After setting off from FOB Edinburgh at 
first light, the troops reached Roshan Tower, 
about six kilometres away, at about 8.25am 
local time last Wednesday. 

Twenty minutes later, my tour of the outpost 
by its platoon commander, Lieutenant Dave 
Thomas, 23, from Meopham, was cut short 
when the first shots of the day rang out. 

Lt Thomas told me later that the shot had 
passed about a metre above our heads. The 
hidden sniper may have mistaken me for a 
dignitary because of my civilian clothes, he 
said.

HOLLYWOOD superstar Johnny Depp is 
being tipped to play the movie role of Romney 
Marsh’s most notorious fictional resident - 
The Scarecrow, alias Dr Syn - a grotesquely 
disguised smuggler who haunts the land¬ 
scape in a series of best-selling novels.

Starter homes for first-time buyers 


A HOUSING development aimed specifi¬ 
cally at first-time buyers has just been 
completed in the town. 

The Origins development of 21 starter 
homes on Falcon Way has been built by 
Ward Homes. 

The houses are aimed at key workers 
such as doctors and social workers and 
existing tenants of housing associations. 

The My Choice Home Buy scheme 
enables buyers to own their own home 


from 50 per cent of the purchase price. 

The company says the scheme is open to 
households with an income of between 
£20,000 and £60,000. 

However it is only available to genuine 
first-time buyers. 

A one-bedroom property at the site costs 
£130,000. People who manage to get a 50 
per cent equity loan from the company on 
the property could effectively then buy it 
for £65,000.

STUDENTS at South Kent 
College are celebrating a pass rate 
of 92 per cent in this year’s A-level 
results - but for one girl success 
has come with crushing disap¬ 
pointment. 

Gurkha soldier’s daughter Manisha 
Sherchan, 18, from Millcourt Road, moved to 
England from Nepal two years ago. 

And despite getting an A in Government and 
Politics, a B in Sociology and a C in Law, she 
can’t afford to go on to university. 

As a foreign national, she would have to pay 
nearly £10,000 for each year of the three-year 
university course. 

Manisha, who’s father, Khim, served in the 
elite regiment for 19 years, said: “My family is 
really pleased for me and I am really pleased 
with my results but it is somewhat spoiled by 
knowing that I can’t go to university.” 

She gained the right grades to study Law at 
the University of Kent in Canterbury. Now she 
is considering studying for an AS-level in 
History at South Kent College. 

Her Sociology tutor, Tania Johnson, said: 
“Manisha is talented, hardworking, motivated 
and committed to succeed - and she has been 
so disappointed. It seems so unfair that some¬ 
one who has worked so hard can’t go to univer¬ 
sity.” 

But for other students it was a day of cele¬ 
bration when their results came through. 

Robert Beer, 19, of Willesborough, is choos¬ 
ing between two university courses - at 
Southampton or Brighton - after gaining a B 
in Finance, a C in Business, a D in English 
Literature and a D in Media Studies. 

Megan Foster, 19, of Singleton, got a C in 
Politics, C in Law and D in History, and is 


going to Kingston University in Surrey to 
study Politics and History. She said: “I went to 
Homewood to start with, but it was too far to 
travel so I came to South Kent College instead 
and it has been great. The work was nice and 
steady and there was a really relaxed environ¬ 
ment that I really enjoyed. I’m looking for¬ 


ward to a career in politics.” 

Deputy principal of South Kent College, 
Jackie Watt, said: “I am really pleased to see 
our results are even better than last year’s. 

“Our students’ achievements brilliantly 
illustrate how further education gives young 
people the opportunity to go on to university.”

COTTENHAM 

The butcher, 23, 
works at the com¬ 
bined baker and 
butcher shop in 
Charing High 
Street. He discusses 
his job and views on 
the area. 

How long have you worked here? 

It's been six years now. I did my apprenticeship here 
after I left school. The previous owner taught me 
pretty well everything he knew. 

We only sell English meat and some of it comes 
from local farms. This week we have been selling 
some meat from Headcorn. We try to get as much 
local meat as we can. 

This has always been a combined butcher and 
bakers shop since I have worked here. The previous 
owner's father used to own two separate shops but 
they decided to combine them together. 

How did you get into the job? 

It is quite strange really. I went to the North School 
and I really got into working with the animals on the 
farm. So I did want to work with animals but not 
exactly in the way I do here. I started working here 
part-time and just got more and more into it. 

What do you think of Charing? 

It is a very quiet village but I used to live in Smarden 
which was even quieter. Most of our customers come 
from the village. We have lots of regulars. I think the 
people here like to support the small shops if they can. 

What's your favourite meat to work with? 

I like preparing the topside of beef. That involves 
quite a lot of work and you have to take care 
preparing it and make sure you make the right cuts 
because you can lose money if you get it wrong. 

What do you do in your spare time? 

I like to go fishing at the weekends. There is a lake 
nearby where I fish for pike and carp. I also do some 
fly fishing down in Tenterden, and sometimes I do a 
bit of sea fishing at Sandgate or Folkestone.

Don't mess with Adam

AS Adam Sandler chases 
a terrorist along an 
Israeli beach, his hairy, 
muscled torso glistens in 
the sun. 

While the Jewish-born comic 
actor will always be more Austin 
Powers than James Bond, there’s 
no denying those muscles are real. 

America’s favourite goofy guy 
has clearly been working out for 
his latest film, You Don’t Mess 
With The Zohan. 

He’s usually famous for his slap¬ 
stick schtick, but this time 
Sandler - the film’s lead actor, 
producer and writer - has decided 
to push both himself and the 
boundaries of comedy to the limit. 

In You Don’t Mess With The 
Zohan, Sandler plays Zohan Dvir, 
an Israeli commando who wants 
to become a hairdresser. After fak¬ 
ing his own death, Tel Aviv’s finest 
counterterrorist heads to Man¬ 
hattan armed just with a book of 
1980s hairstyles and a desire to 
make all hair ‘silky-smooth’. 

Although many of Sandler’s 20 
films over the past decade, such 
as The Waterboy, 50 First Dates 
and Spanglish, have catered for a 
mainstream audience, his more 
recent movies have had certain 
critics gnawing at their hot-dogs. 

Last year’s I Now Pronounce You 
Chuck & Larry delved into the 
subject of gay marriage and You 
Don’t Mess With The Zohan focus¬ 
es on the Arab-Israeli conflict. 

Adam says the idea for the 
movie - which features a dispro¬ 
portionate amount of jokes about 
Jews, terrorists, Arabs, goats and 
hummus - came to him many 
years ago. 

“I had this Israeli guy who used 
to cut my hair and I always used 
to ask him questions about the 
Israeli army. And he would fix my 
hair while mentioning missions 


he was on and stuff.” But 
although he wrote the movie 
almost 10 years ago, the events of 
9/11 pushed the script to the bot¬ 
tom of the pile. 

It was only when other comedi¬ 
ans began poking fun at sensitive 
subjects that he thought the 
world was ready. 


‘We were consciously trying to 
do our own thing,” he says. 

“But I do think Borat is one of 
the funniest movies. I tried to 
make sure we didn’t do Borat, but 
I’m sure on occasion we went a bit 
‘Boraty’.” 

Adam’s character, The Zohan, 
has a legendary reputation for

thwarting terrorists, womanising 
and disco-dancing. The 41-year-old 
followed a strict workout regime 
to bring his alter-ego to life. 

“He worked out every single day 
for five months,” says director 
Dennis Dugan. “And moaned 
about it every single day. 

“Then when we shot for 100 
days, he worked out every single 
day of the shoot and moaned 
about it every single day.” 

It’s clear from his friendly, inti¬ 
mate tone that he and Adam get 
on well. Adam is well known for 
working with his friends; and 
luckily the famous actor can count 
some of the best of Hollywood’s 
comedy talent among his mates. 

The You Don’t Mess With the 
Zohan production team includes 
writers Robert Smigel and Judd 
Apatow (Knocked Up) and actors

was right across the street,” Adam 
explains. 

“Apatow was best friends with 
Jim Carrey and we all hung out.

All aboard the desert camel train 



SUITED TO THE SAHARA: Camels have a reputation for being grumpy... but they're just what you need in the desert

AS soon as you glimpse a brochure 
from Exodus, one of the most suc¬ 
cessful operators in the booming 
business of family adventure holi¬ 
days, you know you aren’t in for 
one of those holidays where every¬ 
body sits around slowly tanning 
themselves. 

But in the bustling main street of the 
Moroccan town of Ourzazat, across the High 
Atlas mountains from Marrakech, the cheer¬ 
ful pep talk from our guide was intended to 
prepare us for the challenges that lay ahead. 

Over bread and croissants at breakfast, our 
guide gave us his three golden rules: 1 Don’t 
drink the water. 2 Don’t buy food from dodgy 
street stalls. 3 Always ask before taking photos 
of locals (not that they’ll want to thump you, 
but they might demand a few dirhams in 
appearance fees). 

With that, we were off on a 300-mile trek 
spanning seven rather hectic days - safe in the 
hands of our trusty minibus driver. 

The sun beats down mercilessly on this 
country for most of the year, with the average 
rainfall for September just 0.3in and an aver¬ 
age temperature of 31°C. Yet in the midst of 
the arid plains and hills, rivers occasionally 
force their way to the surface, providing oases 
and vital agricultural land. 

Within these pockets of green, villagers who 


live in traditional adobe dwellings - made 
from baked mud and straw - grow dates, mel¬ 
ons, figs and apricots for sale in local markets. 

Eventually, however, most of the water dries 
up and the Sahara stretches out for thousands 
of miles as far as the Red Sea. 

At the outpost town of Zagora, we left behind 
the minibus for the traditional means of trans¬ 
port of the Sahara. 

Despite their amazing feats of endurance, 
camels have gained a reputation for being 
smelly and grumpy, but the ones that took our 
group of 15, bags and bedding on a two-hour 
trek into the desert certainly didn’t put me off 
the beasts. 

It gave the next stop on our tour a tough act 
to follow, but a place used as a film set for 


Gladiator, Lawrence of Arabia and a host of 
other films is bound not to disappoint. 

Our accommodation in the mountains was 
rather more basic, what the Moroccans call a 
gite, which would probably just pass the youth 
hostel test in Britain. However, what it lacked in 
facilities, it more than made up for in character. 

Next day, as a cooling breeze blew in from the 
south, we enjoyed a walk up into the mountains. 

Just a few hours later, we found ourselves 
standing in the central square of Djemaa El Fna 
in Marrakech. Fifty miles away, it seemed like a 
whole world away in its bustling busy-ness. 

Morocco provides a magnificent assault on 
the senses. I will definitely return before the 
sands of time run out - and it is dragged into 
the 21st century by nearby Europe.

Confusion clouds 
minimum targets 

GOVERNMENT proposals for minimum 
housing requirements could harm the 
environment and stretch transport, 
schools, energy and water supplies to 
breaking point, says the South East 
England Regional Assembly’s planning 
committee. 

Newly-elected committee chairman 
Cllr Moira Gibson has written to 
Housing Minister Caroline Flint calling 
for certainty on the number of homes 
expected from local authorities. 

The Government says annual housing 
targets are now the minimum that each 
council should deliver up until 2026. 

However, Cllr Gibson, a Conservative, 
said this would prevent realistic assess¬ 
ments of the environmental impact of 
new homes and infrastructure. 

She said: “A target should be a long¬ 
term goal, not a starting point. Otherwise 
housing allocations could be exceeded 
without the impacts on infrastructure, 
the environment and the community 
having been tested. 

“Government could be creating unnec¬ 
essary problems by saying the targets 
are minimums and not allowing authori¬ 
ties the flexibility to spread housing 
delivery across a number of years. 

“This will prevent councils planning 
properly for the future and create unsus¬ 
tainable developments.” 

Vice-chairman Cllr Jerry Patterson, a 
Liberal Democrat, said: “Apart from 
problems with sustainability, minimum 
housing targets are unrealistic. Local 
authorities can grant planning permis¬ 
sion for homes but have no control over 
whether or not developers build them.” 

Southern comfort 
over house prices 

PROPERTY prices in the South East are 
likely to remain reasonably strong 
despite the economic downturn, accord¬ 
ing to market analysts Knight Frank. 

The area - which includes Kent but 
also takes in London - will do well 
because of the sheer number of people 
who live there, say the experts. 

Company spokesman Liam Frank 
said: “The strongest markets over the 
next few years will be London and the 
South East due to the weight of demand 
for accommodation.” 

The overall market has seen a down¬ 
turn in recent months, but the very 
latest figures from the Halifax indicate 
that this may be slowing down and the 
sector stabilising. 


AN INCREASING number of par¬ 
ents are benefiting from investing 
in a student property to help out 
their children at university, say 
leading lawyers Moore Blatch. 

Market analysts have said the price of accom¬ 
modation in university towns is low enough to 
attract investors who feel they can provide for 
their children and then make a profit if they 
later decide to sell on. 

The fluctuating market is another attraction 
as many feel that house prices will be increas¬ 
ing again within three or four years - the usual 
time for a degree course. 

Estate agents in Canterbury said they had 
seen an increase in enquiries when it came to 


flats usually rented to University of Kent stu¬ 
dents. 

The Medway towns have seen a similar inter¬ 
est in properties close to the Greenwich univer¬ 
sity campus. 

Last year an estimated 3,000 parents in the 
UK bought a house or flat for a family member 
to live in while studying and, as property prices 
fall and rents are on the increase, the idea of 
buying a cheap property for their student off¬ 
spring is becoming increasingly attractive. 

Market experts say the following advantages 
can be gained: 

• Arrangements could be structured in such a 
way that any gains in property prices are free of 
Capital Gains Tax. 

• A suitable trust structure can protect the 
asset from reckless behaviour. 


• Rent-a-room relief allows the child to rent out 
rooms to fellow students for up to £4,250 a year 
tax-free - equivalent to a mortgage of almost 
£80,000. 

• Other rental income will be charged at the 
student’s personal tax band, which is likely to 
be basic rate. 

Andy Kirby, manager at Moore Blatch solici¬ 
tors, said: “Many desirable flats are currently 
being sold at a discount in university towns due 
to an oversupply and a scarcity of new buy-to- 
let investors. 

“With rental costs still high, parents should 
consider the pros and cons of buying rather 
than renting. A word of caution, however: it is 
essential to place the property in a suitable 
trust arrangement such that the offspring can¬ 
not take reckless decisions.”

The term ‘modtro’ was coined for launch 
advertising in 2002, neatly capturing the car’s 
mixture of modem and retro style repeated 
more recently by the reborn Fiat 500 and is 
sure to herald more small fashion models. 

It was not always like this; the original 1983 
vintage Micra was about as conventional as a 
supermini could be and was virtually ignored 
at its British Motor Show debut. 

Nissan had the last laugh though when this 
car became the platform for several limited 
edition vehicles, two of which are sought after 
second-hand by UK buyers even now - the 
Figaro and the snail-shaped S-Cargo van.

has the Fiat 500 for company. 

Dynamically, it also stands comparison with 
the newer model, but its age is starting to 
show against other modem rivals in terms of 
driving enjoyment and on-road refinement. 

That said, the Micra remains one of the best 
value cars in its class and is well-built with 
generous specifications. 

Nissan has also steadily massaged exterior 
detailing to make it more unisex after early 
versions suffered from a rather more feminine 
look. Indeed, there is even a pair of ‘warmed- 
up’ and raunchy SR performance models. 

The engine range is one of the finest in the 
sector, making it quite tough to decide on the 
best option: the Renault-derived 1.5dCi diesel 
is tempting for economy and power but price 
and the current diesel versus petrol price dif¬ 
ferential argues against it.

The good news is that you do not have to buy new to slash your motoring costs even if used prices on the best economy cars have 
boomed while 'gas guzzler' values have gone bust. Our choice here mixes two ultimate misers with the Mini D as a 'left field' candidate 
that might cost more to buy, but will preserve your wallet and street cred. 



USED values for the frugal yet lively diesel version of BMW's reborn 
Mini are steep, but the rewards are worth it; the car drives well, oozes 
class, will save money while you run it and be worth more when 
you sell. The downside is a relatively cramped interior in compari¬ 
son with its exterior - the antithesis of its all-British forebear - and 
rarity when buying. A late 'Mark II' petrol version with BMW's eco- 
friendly 'Efficient Dynamics package is a possible alternative though. 


FIAT'S five-door city car shows that a highly space-efficient interior 
does not have to result in a utilitarian exterior.

All come from the same production line in the 
Czech Republic and, with minor styling tweaks, are modern, stylish, 
cheap to run and reliable. Launch prices were not as cheap as 
expected, but robust new car sales and second-hand values indicate 
that the public is willing to pay to save money and the planet.

Head them off 
at the pass...

THE number of cowboy builders 
and employers of casual labour 
trading without insurance has 
risen sharply in recent months. 

It is estimated that one in five trades¬ 
people in Kent are risking heavy fines by 
working without cover. 

Research by small business insurer 
Insurantz, a division of the Jardine 
LloydThompson Group, shows that thou¬ 
sands of uninsured companies are risking 
fines of up to £2,500 a day and even negli¬ 
gence claims against them. And many don’t 
even know their statutory obligations. 

The credit crunch has put thousands of 
construction jobs at risk, and tradesmen, 
from plumbers to plasterers, are increas¬ 
ingly expected to seek out ad hoc independ¬ 
ent jobs - often working at a number of 
locations. 

But if they operate without public liabili¬ 
ty and statutory employer’s liability insur¬ 
ance, they’ll be putting themselves on the 
line. 

Julia Evans, chief executive of the 
National Federation of Builders, said: “As 
conditions become increasingly tough for 
smaller firms, Kent business owners will 
naturally want to cut down on overheads. 

“But operating without adequate insur¬ 
ance cover exposes them to far greater 
levels of risk than a downturn.” 

Another consideration is damage or 
injury caused to third parties. Although 
some casual workers will be covered by 
main contractor’s insurance, they may still 
need to carry public liability cover against 
damage to a third party property or injury 
through negligence. 

Ms Evans said: “You cannot legally trade 
without employer’s liability insurance, 
meaning you could face huge penalties or 
even prison if you fail to ensure you have 
this cover. 

“Having no public liability insurance also 
makes you personally liable for being sued 
- meaning your own assets are at risk as 
well as your business’s.” 

James Pickering, managing director of 
Insurantz, said: “Our research has revealed 


that 29 per cent of small businesses run by 
tradespeople from Kent aren’t aware of the statu¬ 
tory need for employer’s liability if they employ 
anyone either on a full-time or casual basis. 

“Failure in not taking out cover could result in 
fines of up to £2,500 a day and the potential of 
crippling costs for damages if anyone employed is 
injured. British builders must take action to 
make sure that they can trade safely.” 

Increasingly, small businesses and sole traders 
are using online services to make their lives 
quicker and easier. Tax returns are now complet¬ 
ed online and Datamonitor research has recently 
highlighted that employer’s liability is the type of 
cover most likely to be bought online. 

Mr Pickering added: “Employer’s and public lia¬ 
bility are among the easiest of policies to buy.”

Skipper berates team's 
performance with bat 


DEJECTED Kent captain Rob Key 
could not hide his frustration after 
the Spitfires lost their second final 
in less than a month with a limp 
display on Saturday. 

Several batsmen gave their wickets away as 
Kent were bowled out for 214 in the Friends 
Provident Trophy final. 

Essex Eagles reached their victory target 
with relative ease in the 49th over to seal a five- 
wicket victory. 

The defeat for Kent came exactly three weeks 
after narrowly losing the Twenty20 Cup final 
against Middlesex. 

After the game Key was in no mood for dip¬ 
lomacy and felt the side would have to bounce 
back quickly to avoid ending a promising sea¬ 
son empty-handed. 

He said: “Individually, we need to start per¬ 
forming. A lot of times in cricket when you lose 
a couple of games everyone says ‘Is it the

warm-ups, is it this or is it that?’, but it’s not. 

“Individually, you have got to sort your game 
out. If you’re not scoring runs, find a way of 
doing it. I don’t mean go to the nets every 
minute, just go and get some runs. 

“I don’t care how, just go and do it.” 

The Spitfires captain was unhappy with most 
aspects of his side’s performance, but he was in 
no doubt that it was the mistakes made with 
the bat which were the most costly. 

A succession of players were dismissed trying 
extravagant shots which were completely out of 
touch with the situation. 

Key said: “Losing’s not great when you have 
given everything you can give, but when you 
play that badly with the bat it’s a waste of time, 
really. 


“Turning up after all the build-up and every¬ 
thing, and we go and bat like that - it’s a joke. 

“We were just brainless with the shots we 
played. I know it’s hero and villain and you can 
say Well, if I had hit it for four or six, then 
everyone would have clapped’... but they didn’t. 

“It was a tough wicket and how many of us 
were out defending? Not many. I just think we 
weren’t very smart. 

“The whole thing with one-day cricket is you 
go out and assess conditions as quickly as you 
can and you try to work out what a good score 
is. I know we all want to hit the ball for four and 
six, but sometimes you have just got to hang in 
there and settle for 250 or 230, or otherwise you 
are going to come unstuck.” 

Key’s men get back to County Championship 
action today at Canterbury with the visit of 
Lancashire. The title race is wide open, with 
Kent in contention to win their first champ¬ 
ionship in 30 years.

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Staff is 
as good 
as gold

TRACK cyclist Jamie Staff 
finally achieved his Olympic 
dream by helping Great Britain 
secure their third gold medal 
of the Beijing Games in the 
team sprint. 

An Olympic medal was the only 
achievement which had eluded the 
35-year-old from Ashford during a glitter¬ 
ing career. 

His long wait came to an end on Friday 
with a blistering run from the Great 
British trio of Staff, Chris Hoy and Jason 
Kenny, who blew away gold medal 
favourites France in the final by more 
than half a second. 

The Great Britain team blitzed the 
three laps in the Laoshan Velodrome and 
finished with a time 43.128, with Staff 


completing the lead leg in a new personal 
best of 17.136 seconds. 

The trio had earlier cruised through 
qualifying, setting the fastest time a full 
six tenths of a second faster than nearest 
challengers France. They knocked out 
USA in the next round to set up the final 
with rivals France, who beat them to win 
gold at the World Championships final in 
Manchester earlier this year. 

The victory was redemption for Staff at 
the Olympics, four years after suffering 
the heartbreak of a fifth-place finish. 

Staff only started track cycling in 2002 in 
search of an Olympic medal. He was 
a former BMX world champion but with 
the sport not included in the Athens Games 
in 2004, he switched to the velodrome to 
compete for the sport’s biggest prize. 

He has been in the form of his life this 
season, setting a personal best lap of 17.2 
seconds in the World Championships - a 
time he eclipsed twice during the compe¬ 
tition in Beijing. 

The medal completes an illustrious set 
for Staff, who has already won national, 
Commonwealth and world titles.

A MAIDEN European Tour 
victory is on the horizon accord¬ 
ing to according to golfer Benn 
Barham, who recorded his best- 
ever finish earlier this month.

With Irishman and fellow 
European Tour player Padraig 
Harrington winning back-to- 
back Open Championships and 
the USPGA title this season, 
Barham believes he can secure 
his maiden Tour victory. 

He told Yourashford: “I was 
delighted with third place at the 
Russian Open, although I was 
slightly disappointed I didn’t win 
the competition. 

“I played well all week, I didn’t 
look at the leaderboards and just 
focused on playing my shots. If I 
keep putting myself in positions 
like that a victory will come soon.” 

Barham had his best ever fin¬ 
ish of 89th in the Order of Merit 
rankings on the European Tom- 
last year, earning 294,844.

Dame Kelly backs 
Dobriskey to shine

DOUBLE Olympic champion Dame Kelly 
Holmes believes Kent’s 1500m medal hope 
Lisa Dobriskey is strong enough to deal 
with the expectation and the challenge of 
her first Olympics. 

The 24-year-old reigning Commonwealth 
champion from Ashford has been in the 
form of her life this season, winning the 
Great Britain Trials and the London Grand 
Prix last month. Before leaving for the 
Team GB holding camp in Macau, she 
shattered her personal best by eight sec¬ 
onds in a mixed race during training. 

The Beijing Games are Dobriskey’s first 
Olympics and Holmes has warned the pres¬ 
sure will be huge. She believes focusing on 
each round is the key to be successful in the 
pressure-cooker environment. 

Holmes said: “The Olympics is completely 
different to any other competition and you 
have to treat it that way. 

“Lisa will have to keep her feet on the 
ground, which can be very difficult to do at 
your first Games. I have seen her, though, 
and think she has the head to deal with the 
occasion. She will be happy to make the 
final, but in the final anything can happen. 

‘Your first Olympics can be overwhelming, 
especially when you see the Olympic village, 
where all the world’s best athletes stay. As 
a young athlete it can be quite daunting, 
so Lisa will have to deal with that.” 

Holmes competed in three Olympic Games, 
winning gold in the 800m and 1500m in 
Athens 2004, so is familiar with competing in 
a packed Olympic arena. Although it will be 
difficult at first, she believes Dobriskey will 
thrive in the atmosphere. 

She added: “There aren’t enough words to 
describe what Lisa will be going through. 
Firstly the nerves hit you, which is quite 
terrifying, but you have to put that to the 
back of your mind. 

“Stepping out into the stadium with the 
crowd is amazing and one of the best expe¬ 
riences in athletics. 

“Then there is pressure and expectation 
on you to perform as a potential medallist, 
which Lisa will have to deal with. It is a 
great experience which she will definitely 
learn from.”
